Tlantaln. China. June 2.—The alia 
uation in Tientsin waa extremely tens* 
to-day. but not panicky Chlneae 
military authorities took over control 
of the city and the railroad station in 
view of the imminence of a general re¬ 
treat of the Northerners. 

Japanese sources reported disturb¬ 
ance* at Fengtal. a railway Junction 
outside of Peking. It is believed, how¬ 
ever. the troops are under control. 

There were prospect* that the retreat 
of the Northerners would be orderly it 
the Nationalist* did not pre*s their 
pursuit, but permitted an orderly re¬ 
treat. 

DEFEAT REPORTED 

Peking. June 2 —Reports were cur¬ 
rent to-day that Mukden troops of the 
Northern Alliance had been defeated 
at Llullho. thirty-five miles south of 
Peking, with 4.000 casualties. The de¬ 
feat waa the result of severe fighting 
between the Northern troop* and 
Shansi Province troops which are allied 
with the Nationalist*. 

CONFERENCE HELD 

London. June 2.—An Exchange Tele* 
graph dispatch from Hongkong to-day 
stated Northern Chinese leaders at a 
conference had decided not to evacuate 
Peking at present to the Nationalist 
(Southern) forces.

NOTE MADE Pt BMC 

Ottawa. June 2.—“The proposals of 
the United 8tates Government, by their 
directness and almpltlcty. afford to the 
peoples of the world a new and notable 
opportunity of Insuring lasting peace " 
In these similar terms Premier King 
has Intimated to the Government of 
the UpUed States that the Canadian 
Government will be prepared to recom¬ 
mend the Parliament of Canada ac¬ 
ceptance of the proposed Kellogg treaty 
to outlaw, war Premier King’s reply 
to the United States invitation was 
handed to William Phillips.

It 
wmc on the initiative of Canada that 
the Fourth Assembly, with a single 
negative vote, accepted the Interpreta¬ 
tive resolution to which the Secretary 
of State of the United States recently 
referred, indicating that It Is for the 
constitutional auth or iti e s of each state 
to determine in what degree it is bound 
to assure the execution of the obliga¬ 
tions of this article by employment of 
It* military forces The question of 
sanctions received further considera¬ 
tion by later Assemblies. It is plain 
that the full realisation of the ideal of 
joint economic or military pressure 
upon an outlaw power, upon' which

Ottawa. June 2—Twelve of the 
thirty-four clauses of the Pension Act 
were amended by the Senate, one 
added to and twenty-two passed in the 
same form as they left the House of 
Commons. The Senate passed the act 
yesterday, and it haa been returned to 
the House of Commons for acquiescence 
or otherwise In the amend menu. 

When the bill wa* being discussed 
by the Senate in committee 1U highly 
technical and Involved nature was dis¬ 
closed. However, various speakers em¬ 
phasised that an undertying principle 
of the Canadian Pensions Act was that 
there itiould not be the same abuse of 
pensions in Canada as characterised 
those of the American Civil War. This 
was in respect to paying pensions to 
widows who had married aged pen¬ 
sioner*—deathbed marriages, they had 
been termed—and who were continuing 
to draw the pensions. The present act 
reads that no widow is eligible for the 
pension of her deceased husband un¬ 
less the marriage took place before the 
appearance of the disability which re¬ 
sulted in death. 

DIFFICULT TANK 

The House of Commons had inserted 
In the new act a provision that pen¬ 
sions might be paid to widows when 
the marriage took place after a certifi¬ 
cate had been obtained from the Pen¬ 
sion* Board that the injury for which 
the husband was pensioned would not 
result In death. 

This was argued to be unworkable, 
and several attempts were made by 
repre s entatives of the Commons com¬ 
mittee. ex-service organisations and 
senators themselves to phrase s clause 
that would operate without injustice

Thomas applied his own distress to what must be hap¬ 
pening to the whites who have to live on the Coast 
The habit of governors of the West African colonies 
in the last decade or more has been to pooh-pooh the 
climate and cut down the leave and extend the dura¬ 
tion of the service tour on the Coast. The White resi¬ 
dent has been the sufferer from all this glorifying of 
health statistics. Oovernora havs st^ written about him 
and his improved state of health and better living con¬ 
ditions. that Colonial secretaries have believed it all. 
But now one. one of the most sympathetic Colonial sec¬ 
retaries who has ever sat In Downing Street, has found 
out for himself. Mr Thomas said s few days ago that 
he rejoiced to say that "those who were near and dear 
to him were making good progress, but if what they

composed chiefly of members of his own p*rty. in 
throwing out the Old Age Pensions measure during 
the session of 1926. 

It will be remembered that Hon. J. H. King, 
who represents British Columbia in the Dominion 
Cabinet, introduced the bill and piloted it through 
the House of Commons After being criticized by 
the Conservative Opposition the bill passed and went 
lo the Senate. There the Conservative majority un¬ 
ceremoniously threw it out. Not a word of protest 
did Dr. Tolmie utter in the House of Commons as 
• result of the treatment of this bill, the principle of 
which he was supposed to be in favor. It was a 
Liberal measure, for that reason Mr. Meighen and his 
followers put as many obstacles in the way of it as 
they dared. They could have influenced their col¬ 
leagues in the Senate to pass it. but they did not 
do so. They wanted it killed. 

Opposition to this measure, which was designed to 
tarry light at eventide to those wb'o have given the 
best years of 1 their life to the development of this 
country, springs chiefly from Conservative sources. 
We see Premier Ferguson denying the people of On¬ 
tario their just reward in old age. We recall that 
one of his supporters in the Ontario Legislature, obvi¬ 
ously with his consent, some time ago said that he 
’was in favor of the plan "up to the hilt,” but. 
having said that $240 was all too little, he pro¬ 
ceeded to procrastinate with the suggestion that "we 
must have a survey and see exactly what we can 
pay"—merely a form of words meaning that nothing 
would be done by a Conservative government that 
would look like endorsing a Liberal principle. 

It was the same story in the Legislature of this 
Province during the session of 1927. Here are 
some extracts from The Colonist’s report of Mr. 
Pooley's speech in its issue of February 2 of that 
year: "Mr. Pooley said the Premier proposed legis¬ 
lation to approve of a bill pf ihe Dominion Parlia¬ 
ment that had not yet been brought down in the 
House of Commons. Mr. PoOs'y contended that 
there should be a conference amolc the governments 
of the Dominion and the various provinces should 
get at a working basis in connection with these old 
age pension matters. He did not believe in putting 
legislation on the books when it was not known 
what the Dominion was going to do. There should 
be uniformity of legislation. He suggested that the 
Premier withdraw his bill and bring in a resolu¬ 
tion calling upon the Dominion Government to call 
a conference to go into the matter." 

Mr. Pooley must have known what the Do¬ 
minion Government was going to do about this mat¬ 
ter. Both the Canadian Prime Minister and Hon. 
J. H King already had declared that if the Liberal 
Party s returned it would again introduce the 
measure which the House passed in 1926, and which 
the Conservative majority in the Senate threw out. 
Mr. Pooley was merely adopting the course .pur¬ 
sued by Dr. Tolmie and his friends at Ottawa in 
trying lo obstruct the passage of the measure. No 
doubt he was expressing the Doctor's sentiments. 
Certainly he must have had his leader's instructions 
on so important a subject. 

There are over 2.700 perfectly good reasons in 
British Columbia why Dr. 1 olmte should explain 
his failure to do his utmost to have the Old Age 
Pensions bill of 1926 passed by the Senate at Ot¬ 
tawa, for more than that number of aged people in 
this Province now are enjoying the comfort the pen¬ 
sion has brought into their lives.

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PEKING ABOUT TO FALL? 


O NE DISPATCH FROM PEKING TO- 

day announces that Marshal Chang Fso-lin 
will leave that city at midnight and allow its peace¬ 
ful occupation by the advancing Nationalist troops. 
Another dispatch suggests that some delay will take 
place, even that still another clash may be expected 
before the northern War Lord abandons the position 
he has held for the last two years. 

Whether the dictator leaves to-day or not, we 
may assume that his Active resistance is at an end. 
llie principal thing upon which there now will he 
considerable speculation is the retreat of the northern 
armies and the attitude of the troops who will 
dominate Peking and its cosmopolitan population. 
No doubt General Chiang Kai-shek, who is lead¬ 
ing the advancing forces, realizes that the cause which 
he represents has everything to gain by maintaining 
order and giving protection to all interests in the city. 
The occupation of Peking by the Nationalists indeed 
is likely to be the flood tide of China's fortune and 
what it tunis out to be very largely will depend upon 
the events of the next few weeks. 

One of the early changes in control at Peking no 
doubt will be the commencement of negotiations with 
the interested powers for a revision of their interests 
in China, llus will probably be a protracted pro¬ 
ceeding; but as soon as the Nationalists find them- 
•elves in a position to form a government representa¬ 
tive of the whole nation the time for action of this 
kind will have arrived. 

It does not do to be too optimistic about China. 
The situation is capable of rapid change: but the 
movement—young though it is when measured in 
term* of a nation's life—which took practical form 
such a comparatively short time ago hat made greater 
progreu than even iti moat ardent well-wishers antici¬ 
pated. Its ultimate success Was auured, of courae, 
but how aolid ia the foundation upon which It rests 
at prevent will not be known until the aupremacy of 
one authority haa been given a fair teat. It seems 
that we shall know more about that before very long.

For many years It has been contended 
that the milk of the goat Is superior 
to cow's milk as an Infant's food. Some 
of the proponents have argued that I 
the goat is leas subject to tuberculosis 
than is the cow and that, for this rea¬ 
son. its milk would be safer. 

On the other hand, there seems to 
be no essential chemical difference be¬ 
tween the goat's milk and that of the 
cow. although the casein of goat's milk 
forms a more compact mass than does 
that of cow’s milk. In proportion to 
1 U body weight, the goat produces I 
about twice as much milk as does the 
cow. 

VITAMIN CONTENT 

In more recent years Investigator* 1 
of milk have concluded a study of the I 
vitamin content as well as of the 
chemical factors. Some Oerman in- : 
vestlgstors have found that raw milk 
from s goat fed with green food was 
almost antirely without vitamins. The 
goat tended to keep away from the 
sunlight and did not get good fresh 
fodder. The vitamin A content of 
goat’s milk was much lower than that 
, of the cow. and vitamin C waa practi- 
| cally absent. 

| Furthermore, a butch investigator 
I who has made a special study of the 
: incidence of tuberculosis In the goat 
found the disease in twenty-four out 
I of 500 goats that he examined 

It is reasonable to believe that If 
goats were herded together in stables 
as cows have been, tuberculosis would 
spread among them to about the same 
; extent as it appear* among the cows. 
FEVER 

J Finally, the goat suffer* with one 
1 disease which is found leas frequently 
among other animals; namely, malts 
fever or undulant fever This disease 
i seems to be spread by the drinking 
or goat's milk In regions where the 
I glasses is present. 

Obviously, the handling of any food 
product by human beings may be as¬ 
sociated with the spread of disease, 
unless sanitary precautions are con¬ 
stantly observed.

•cuon against r. Wilaon. editor of The 
Port Hope Ouide, and W T. R Preston,

▼tewed with satisfaction by nearly 
everyone except the defendant*. The 
Toronto Saturday Night deals with the 
subject In an article under its heading. 
“The Front Page." The article follows: 

“The verdict at Cobourg assizes In 
the libel action of Qen. Sir Arthur 
Currie against P. W Wilson, editor of 
The Port Hope Ouide and W. T. R. 
Pieton, him volunteer contributor, is 
one that is viewed with natural satis¬ 
faction by nearly everyone except the 
defendants. It afforded the plaintiff 
a well-deserved vindication that was 
in no sense vindictive. Obviously the 
jurors dUP not desire to destroy so old 
and respected a weekly as the Ouide. 
even though it had unwarily published 
a slander, distressing to tens of thous¬ 


ands of people who have no personal 
acquaintance with the former Com- 
rrunder-ln-Chief of the Canadian Army 
overseas, and present head of McGill 

University, it —--y 10 *21 

right-thinking men tha^sdPkme add 
respected a man aa Sir Arthur Currie 
should after nearly ten yean Joel 
obliged to defend his own reputation 
and that of his Uteutedants. against 
charges which every Canadian editor 
who had taken the trouble to acquaint 
h'meelf with the occurrences of the 
last days of the Great War knew to be 
without a vestige of foundation. In 
bringing the action Sir Arthur Currie 
performed a great public service and 
was probably aware when he pressed 
the action to a finish that he would 
personally have to lace every dirty ln- 
> alnuaUon against his personal charac¬ 
ter that could be raked up. ► 

"The verdict is all the more signifi¬ 
cant because Sir Arthur fought his ac¬ 
tion in a district where he was person¬ 
ally unknown, against opponents who 
enjoyed the acquaintance of the greater 
number pf the residents of Northum¬ 
berland and Durham The odds so far 
as local sentiment was concerned were 
entirely against him unless the facts 
were incontrovertibly on his side. He 
would have been quite justified in ask¬ 
ing for a change of venue, but be pre¬ 
ferred to fight the issue on the ground 
where the article complained of was 
first circulated Under the circum¬ 
stances. therefore, the verdict is more 
conclusive than if the trial had taken 
place m any other part of the Do¬ 
minion. 

"The whole incident la an Illustra¬ 
tion of the text (Matthew xli. 36 1 That 
every idle word that men shall speak 
they shall give an account thereof in 
the day of judgment " The defence as 
It unfolded itself showed that in writ¬ 
ing his fantastic editorial. 'Mona." Mr 
Preston waa speaking of matters with 
which he was personally unacquainted, 
on the basis of wild mls-sistemenus 
made by the late 8ir Sam Hughes In 
1919 when he gave every evidence of 
being in a mental and physical de¬ 
cline. and when he had become a po¬ 
litical Iahmaelite.

Saanich May Have Own High , 
School; Victoria Asked For 
Year’s Extension 

Providing the necessary funds can be 
raised Saanich municipality may have 
her own high school At s special 
meeting of the school board held last 
night the members strongly objected to 
the Imposition of s 8100 fee for each 
Saanich pupil attending the Victoria 
High School The board d e ci ded to 
make an attempt to have the old 
schedule of 865 kept In force for 
another year. 

During the mertlng it waa pointed 
out by Secretary Robert Brydon that 
a high school built along tbs lines of 
Oeorge Jay or Margaret Jenkins would 
coat approximatley 87.500 per room, in¬ 
cluding furniture and equipment Thus ] 
the total cost of a ten-room building , 
would be 875.000, the secretary stated 
At the present time 235 Saamcn stu¬ 
dents were attending the Victoria High 
; School with a further increase expected 
in September 

I In If 14 the S aa ni ch School Board 
was asked U» 866 95 for each pupil at¬ 
tending Victoria High School from 
! Saanich. Later this sum waa lowered 
to 862 46 In 1818 the cost was again 
lowered to 850. but waa raised again 
to 867 45. In 1823 the rate of 88ft for 
each pupil wae set. 

It wae now proposed by the Victoria

“Man sprang fitom partly tree-living 1 
(arboreal), partly ground-living (ter¬ 
restrial) higher primates of the kind 
known as ‘anthropoid* because of their 
nearer resemblance to man than to the 
monkeys, baboons and lemurs,” says 
Osborn

over to the Treasury, caught the Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer Just as he was 
starting for the country. To him he 
simply announced that he had re¬ 
signed and that, further, he was not 
going back to the Admiralty at all. 
Lloyd George was thunderstruck. The 
news came to him as an absolute 
bombshell, for he was utterly unaware 
that Lord Fisher had the slightest in¬ 
tention of resigning.” To all entreaties 
Fisher remained obdurate. His friends, 
the Tories, now interfered, and Bonar 
Law insisted on a coalition govern¬ 
ment with Churchill left out This 
was done, but Fisher had made it ab¬ 
solutely impossible for his Tory friends 
to reinstate him. for he had left hla 
Job "at the very height of a great 
war.** 


This difference lies not so much in

Osborn points to the difference be¬ 
tween the human and ape hand, for in¬ 
stance, to support his contention.

swinging hand and limb-grasping foot

In other words, man s original an¬ 
cestor. far from coming off the tree to 
ground, to remain erect, adapted him¬ 
self to the tree for defensive purpose 
long before the time when the Darwin¬ 
ists believe man came off the tree.

Another dramatic seer-* occurred at 
the meeting of the cabinet hi the 
Spring of 1915 when Lloyd George was 
becoming annoyed at Kitchener's un¬ 
satisfactory answers regarding muni¬ 
tions In reply to s thrust of his 
critic. Kitchener said he would retire 
from the room. This meant, of course, 
that he would resign office and every 
member of the cabinet knew that this 
would bring about the fall of the Gov¬ 
ernment and usher in a Tory regime. 
“That this did not happen was due to 
two facts—that the door of the room 
opens inwards, not outwards, and that 
Mr Pease happened to be preseat. He 
was the Post-master-General and an 
ex-party whip, and therefore a man of 
prompt decision in y political crisis.

Lord Kitchener for the door. So near 
a thing was it that had the door 
opened outwards.

In the original plans of the building it was 
recognized that the rooms provided for the staff 
should be so arranged that when a separate 
building to house the staff became necessary the 
present nurses' rooms at the northwest end of 
the building would, without structural altera¬ 
tions, be available for isolation rooms for new 
patients and any special cases. The need hav¬ 
ing arisen, the directors plan early in the year 
to construct a nurses' home, in order that the 
nurses, when off d#y. may get away from the 
immediate vicinity of their work. At the same 
time this will afford additional space in the 
main building for more children. 

In the medical superintendent's report will 
be found a strong recommendation that some 
form Of technical training school should be 
established on the lines so successfully organized 
at the Cnppled Children’s Home at Alton, in 
Hampshire. England, under Sir Henry Gauvain, 
for those older boys and girls who will be 
physically handicapped throughout their lives. 
The directors recognize that in any complete 
scheme of treatment for crippled children some 
efficient scheme of training is a necessity, but 
in the absence of any endowment they hesitate 
to embark on this extension of the work at this 
time. 

MANY VISITORS * , 

Tile Solarium has had many visitors since 
March I, 1927, when the first children were 
admitted, but the outstanding event of the year 
was the vuit of Their Excellencies the Gover¬ 
nor-General and Lady Willingdon. with His 
Honor the I .leutenant-Govemor and Miss Mac¬ 
kenzie. on March 31. Their Excellencies spent 
some time in the building and very graciously 
expressed their cordial approval of the objects 
and work of the Solarium. Clarence M. 
Dunbar of Providence. R.I., the Imperial Po¬ 
tentate of the Mystic Shriners. paid us a visit 
in July. The work of the Shriners on behalf 
of crippled children is so well known on this 
continent that Mr. Dunbar's visit was most wel¬ 
come and we hope he will come again. 

On November 1. 1927, J. Hammers- 
ley resigned the post of secretary-treasurer on 
his departure to England. The directors wish 
to express their appreciation of hts services, not 
only during the year he acted as secretary- 
treasurer, but during the many months preced¬ 
ing his appointment in November, 1926. 

Dr. C. Wace resigned from the Department 
of Soldiers' Civil Re-establishment on Novem¬ 
ber I and was appointee) Medical Superinten¬ 
dent and Secretary, and now devotes his 
services to the Solarium. 

Owing to the increased demands on Misa 
Willis’s tirqe in the nursing and treatment of 
the children, and at her request, the general 
administration of the Solarium was transferred 
to Miss Stone and she was appointed Lady 
Superintendent, Miss Willis to remain as Matron 
and to be responsible for the care' and nursing 
of the children. 

The Queen Alexandra Solarium has no en- 
‘dowment fund. Ibe directors are therefore 
compelled to ask parents of children undet 
treatment in the Solarium to do what they cal 
to pay for their maintenance, but no child ever 
has been..or will be. refused admission because 
the parents are unable to pay the muumna 
charge of $6 a wee 1.

crippled girl of Vancouver that set the 
women of British Columbia asking the 
question “Is there any place for Polly?" and 
eventually led to the establishment at Mill Bay. 
on Vancouver Island, of an institution which 
within the next few years it is anticipated will 
be the haven where scores of handicapped little 
children like Polly will find the sunshine and 
treatment which will restore them to health. 
At present the tiny patients are mostly British 
Columbia children. In time it is hoped to throw 
the doors open to children from all part, of 
Western Canada. 

Mill Bay. on the east side of Saanich Inlet, 
was selected as the site lor the Queen Alexandra 
Solarium heoause it is believed to be the sunniest 
spot in the whole of Canada and prolonged 
treatment of certain disease, of childhood by the 
scientific use of the sun's rays combined with 
open air and sea bathing has been endorsed by 
the most famous physicians of the'world. 

A transfer from a dismal world comprised 
of hours and hours of loneliness. • lying on an 
often uncomfortable couch, a loneliness accentu¬ 
ated by the cries of happy healthy children play¬ 
ing outside, which filters through to the little 
sufferer in the gloomy indoors, to the brightness 
of a charming huge bungalow on the Malahat 
Beach, on the side of a mountain and over¬ 
looking the sea. means more than it is possible 
to put in words. 

It takes a visit to the Solarium to realize 
exactly how much it does mean, and then one 
does not fully realize, unless he has seen the 
other side of the picture first. 

Half-naked, sun blackened to a point that 
would indicate that they will never be white 
again, jolly, happy and full of hope, the young 
Solarium patients now are at least enjoying to 
the greatest extent possible the birthright of all 
children—happiness. . * 

A case in point may help demonstrate it. 
A little Russian girl of between four and five 
years of age. with expressive black eyes, a 
winsome face and a merry little smile, is now 
one of the jollies! members of the great big 
family. She has children to play with and talk 
to, sunshine to bask in and toy, to play with. 
A little less than a year ago a squalid room in 
the back of a house was the only home she 
knew. Her father is dead. Her mother, not 
particularly strong, supported herself and the 
child as best she could through any work she 
could get that she was able to do. Badly mal¬ 
formed the little tot could not sit in a, chair. 
Her mother, seeing no other way. used to tie the 
child as carefully and painlessly as possible by 
the arms and legs to a chair while she went out 
to work, and hours and hours of loneliness and 
suffering would elapse before the mother re¬ 
turned. Playmates, sunshine and friendship 
have almost swept away the memories of those 
days. When admitted she was unable to raise 
an arm. Now she will slowly raise either arm 
and demonstrate how she is learning to use her 
fingers and as she does so a smile of pride and 
satisfaction sweeps over her countenance. To 
i her this accomplishment is even greater than the 
first few stroke, of .swimming to the ordinary 
boy and girl. 

"She is very bright in every way. She just 
hasn't got power in her legs and her back seems 
weak, for when she sits she leans forward. She 
has a perfect body." read one letter of applica¬ 
tion from a mother for her daughter. 

"Oh, please, if you could do something 
for me you would be helping a poor little crip¬ 
pled girl and helping me so very much. Please 
let me know—I am so anxious." it proceeded 
This patient, it is interesting to note, would 
. probably, in the ordinary course of events, have 
become a helpless cripple, but is now showing 
promising signs of a permanent recovery.

neign Dor hood of Ooidstream might 
have passed for a mere picnic party 
with the casual traveler, so modest and 
unassuming were the accoutrements 
and paraphernalia — but appearances 
are proverbially deceptive. The desti¬ 
nation was the district lying to the 
south of the Ooidstream valley, and 
across the high ridge which forms the 
north side of the Waugh Creek valley 
and through which the road from the 
station to Humpback Reservoir cuts. 
To reach it there la a choice of two 
ways. One le to cross the railway at 
once and turning to the right enter 
the Waugh Creek valley about a mile to 
the northeast and then skirt Mount 
Braden by a dubious trail. The other. 

followed on this occasion, takes 
one to the old 8ooke Lake Road cross¬ 
lug and then up the steep flank of the 
hill above the Ooidstream Reservoir, 
until at the top a good road is found 
leading to the left at right angles.

Bo 
from the bogs of Ireland come the 
trunks of ancient oaks, sounder and 
harder than when they lived; and even 
the garments of prehistoric man and 
the grains and fruits he ate. have been 
found in the bogs of 8wltaeriand. The 
presence of this peaty acid in the water 
is what gives to the bog-plants the 
back-curling of the leaf, lta lining of 
felted wool, and ao on. so that they 
have the aspect of the vegetation of 
desert rather than wet places. When 
the water supplied to the roots of a 
plant is soured by the associated soil 
the passage Inwards is hindered and in 
consequence the plant, in spite of the 
water everywhere about It. le said to be 
“physiologically dry." It might almost 
use the words of the Ancient Mariner" 
"Water, water, everywhere, nor any 
drop to drink." 

But the homeward way must be 
taken, and we retract our steps over 


lence from the fruit, find a lodglng- 
plsce on the rough bark of the pine. 
Germinating, they send thetr roots, 
modified for the purpose, into “haus- 1 
terls.” or sucking organs, into the ! 
tissues of the host, penetrating to the 
conducting aystem. where they draw 
upon the sap. The presence of the 
hsusteria in the conducting system 
irritates the cambium or growth region 
of the host, where the cells are peculi¬ 
arly active, and where wood and bast 
are formed. As a result the point 
where the mistletoe penetrates the pine 
Is marked by a swelling an inch or ao 
long, and thick in proportion to the 
parasite’s age. To the pressure of the 
finger this swelling Is soft, and on cut¬ 
ting it open it will be found that the 
cells of the wood are much enlarged 
snd rendered spongy, and the bast and 
the green bark la also swollen, so that 
the distance from the centre of the 
pith to the outside of the branch is 
much thicker on the side affected than 
on the other. Needless to aay the af¬ 
fect on the tree of the mistletoes at¬ 
tachment to It Is Injurious, snd the 
host becomes stunted in growth In pro¬ 
portion to the number of plants found 
on It. 

I may add this Is not tbs mistletoe 
so familiar In Christmas custom snd 
story, although it belongs to the same 
family of plants, and It la by no means 
ao. attractive in appearance, since It 
lacks the white berries of the Old 
World species. And I suppose that as 
It never received the benediction of the 
priests of ancient Celtdom the kissing 
privileges of the true mistletoe can 
only be transferred to It by special 
favor. 

EXPLORING A MISKEG 

In the shallow valley at the end of 
the road lies a small muskeg. "Muskeg’' 
Is good North American Indian for 
peat-bog." and Canadian. I believe, at 
that.

Supplying the great city of London 
with rhubarb is no easy task, as the 
following account will show: 

Much of London's pink rhubarb 
cornea from the West Riding of York¬ 
shire. particularly within a ten-mile 
radius or Leeds, where 3.000 seres are 
devoted to Its growth. 

In the last months of the year the - 
market gardeners take up the roots 
and cart tpem Into large forcing sheds. 
These roots have been in the ground 
for about two years untouched, simply 
being left to mature. 

The forcing sheds are built at wood, 
and are six feet to elgbt feet high, 
with roofs covered with felt and earth 
in order that the heat shall be main¬ 
tained. Some of the sheds are built 
with ordinary brick walls covered with 
wooden roofs. 

^IMinnlng through these sheds are 
vinenware pipe lines connected st 
staler end with fire holes In which s 
small coal known as “smudge" snd coke 
sre used for firing purpose*. The hot 
air which passes through the pipe lines 
provides tl^e necessary heat In the 
sheds, causing the rapid growth of the 
.rhubarb, which Is ready for pulling 
within » few weeks 

The .most up-to-dste sheds are 
heated by hot-water systems. which 
reduce labor considerably, as one cen¬ 
tral bolier provides the heating for 
several shed* 

When pulling begins, the sticks are 
taken to packing sheds ad turning the 
main sheds, where the Thuburb is 
bundled. In some esaes by machinery, 
and packed into boxes ready for dis¬ 
patch Special rhubpib trains sre run 
from the West Riding of Yorkshire to 
London nightly during the' season, 
which lasts from the third week In 
January until the arrival of the out¬ 
door rhubarb 

When the pulling of the rhubarb ts 
completed the roots are removed from 
1 the forcing sheds snd planted outside.

The Island logging camps are many 
In number, and represent a very exten¬ 
sive payroll. This Is the part that 
business Is contributing to the cam¬ 
paign for the reduction of preventable 
fires In B.C. woods. The shutting down 
of the camps even for an hour means 
a loss of money, but that service is 
willingly performed In the good of the 
general cause. 

The taming of the Red Dragon of the 
woods does not end with logging camps, 
howgver. and all who enter the woods 
this year for pionlc or playground pur¬ 
poses are asked to use every caution 
about lighting their fire, and waiting 
to put It out thoroughly when the need 
for ths camp fire is over Special ramp 
fire permits ere necessary, and these 
may be obtained from any forestry 
officer, or from the Provincial Police. 


Again, before you prena the trigger at 
your camera, be sure that what you 
see ahead of you Is what you want in 
your photograph. The camera will not 
run round corners or turn trees aside 
for you. and you must place it in a 
position to see. The camera Is an arti¬ 
ficial'eye. and a fine one If properly 
handled Now having all these points 
adjusted to your llkthg. you are ready 
to take your first picture. 

"Pressing the trigger" so often used 
In this connection Is a false term, be¬ 
cause what you should do Is to close 
your hand, much as you would In 
closing your fingers around a fork or 
knife or any other object. If you 
"pram” a camera trigger you will ahake 
the camera at the instant you moat 
want it to remain steady. Think to 
yourself that what you are to do la to 
gently close' your hand around the 
camera, of course, taking the trigger 
with you ss your fingers close. 

The picture taken—stop for a while 
to see If you can discover any mistakes 
you made, first turning on your film 
roll to where the numersl "3" shows 
in the small, red window at the back of 
the camera You will be very lucky 
indeed if you have thought of every¬ 
thing the first time. 

But no matter whst the result, do 
not be discouraged, for camera-hunting 
can only be learned by patience and by 
using the little habits of carefulness 
that many leave out. Make a note of 
the fust pictures you take to show you 
later what was the light, the distance, 
the object and other points, so that 
you can check up on your work when 
the film Is’developed. 

After you have learned the handling 
i of your camera you will be fully equip-

Next make sure that the fastenings ' 
of the camera are tight, so that when t 
you load It with a film, the light will > 
not get In when you do not want It to. I 
The backs of most types sre held shut 1 
by strip springs. A slight pressure on 
tbe spring will often tighten It enough 
to make a good light-tight cover for 
tbe opening « 

"Before you load your camera, es¬ 
pecially if you are new to tbe hobby, 
study its timing and strutter arrange¬ 
ment. You will find on most cameras 
s little variable aperture, which you 
ran make large or small by an arm 
at the aide. A slow exposure through 
s small aperture, which makes use of 
the centre of the lens, gives the best 
results: but this will only be found 
with practice and use. 

The timing is easy, it you will re¬ 
member that light Is the instrument 
with which you are working A strong 
light will require only a small apperture 
and a fast exposure. A poor light 
would require longer time and perhaps 
also a larger aperture in tbe Iris cover¬ 
ing the lens. Over this ins, shutting 
out all light, will be tbe abutter, and 
the time of tbe exposure Is controlled 
.by tbe speed at which the shutter

! The first point to keep In mind Is to 
set the shutter speed, and the aper¬ 
ture. at readings that correspond to the 
degree of light prevailing at the place 
where you are going to take pictures.

Tour

London June 2 — Germany has 12.- 
fl®4 of Europe's 36.607 miles of civil air 
services. She leads all other European 
nations, and probably the worl.d in 
number of miles flown. 

While exact figures for the United 
States are not available, the aeronau¬ 
tics section. Department of Commerce, 
atates that 12.485 miles will be In op¬ 
eration with the beginning of the New 
York-Atlanta sendee. 

The figures now published make up 
probably the moat exact survey of com¬ 
mercial aviation in principal flying 
countries ever made officially. Post¬ 
war Oermany is seen leading all other 
countries, with France following with 
11.257 miles. Germany and the United 
8tates are running a neck and neck 
race for International supremacy in 
commercial aviation, with expectation 
voiced by Commerce Department offi¬ 
cials that another year will see America 
take world leadership None bf the 
approximately 12.000 rq 4 |es of Ameri¬ 
can lines are subsidized, it is stressed, 
unlike virtually every line la Europe 

With two-thirds of all Europe's air 
lines between them. Oermany and 
France leave Italy with 2.366 miles con¬ 
siderably behind in third place, and 
England, with 2.089 miles, fourth Po¬ 
land has 1.485 miles. Spain 514 and 
Austria. Czecbo-Alovakla. Holland and 
8witaerland between 400 end 500 miles 
each. 

A HIC2H RATIO OF FLYING 

Some 3.671 miles of Europe's services 
are operated Jointly by two or more 
companies, and these in turn are of 
two or more nationalities. Some of 
these are between Parts and Berlin. 
London-Bru&sels. via Ostend. etc. Ger¬ 
many’s lead Is seen to be even greater 
by analysis of figures. For example. 
3.606 miles included in the French 
total comprise the recently extended 
service from Dakkar to the Cape Verde 
Isla nd s, and from Noronha to Pernam¬ 
buco, Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires, 
which la a non-European service and 
still experimental. Poat-war conditions 
have Induced Oermany to take to the 
air. finding other avenues of potential 
military Expansion closed 

In relation to Its sice, Germany has a 
far higher ratio of flying than the 
United States Germany is criss-crossed 
with air lines, supported largely by the 
government. From Berlin, the capital, 
nine major lines radiate, connecting It 
by air with all Europe. Estimates of 
total miles flown In European countries 
are made by Leighton W. Rogers, chief, 
aeronautics communications section. 
He estimates that Oermany in 1927 
flew 28.000 miles on average workdays, 
with a total of 5.713.200 miles for the 
year 

The United States Is placed just be¬ 
hind this figure by Major Ernest L. 
Jones, aeronautics branch, commerce 
department. He estimates American 
companies flew 5,700,000 miles on 
schedules In 1927. Figures for 1926 
show France flew 3,241.900. Italy 324.- 
800 and England 840.000 miles 
PROPAGANDA VALUE OK A FLIGHT 

Whether by intention or not. the 
German fliers have been admirable 
propagandists since their arrival in the 
United States, writes Edward Marshall 
In The Observer. While they were ma¬ 
rooned In Nova 8cotla there was critic¬ 
ism of the technique. 4ind a general 
acknowledgement that It was rather In 
luck than In skill that they could be 
compared with Lindbergh. Now Ameri¬ 
can psychology is affected partly by 
genuine admiration, and partly by the 
contagion of the cheering, and It ac¬ 
claims them wildly. The celebration at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, though 
It* was more German - American than 
American, was a real emotional occa¬

Here, in his black 
lacquer armor, and leather-curtained 
helmet, he addressed the assembled 
mullahs and scholars, who had ex¬ 
pected to behold fire descend frAn 
Heaven to blast this ungainly figure in 
strange armor. 


hammadans. who beheld In the dis¬ 
tance the vast multitude of captives, 
and thought the horde much greater 
than It was. The garrison sallied out 
once—was drawn on into one of usjjal 
Mongol ambushee — and fared badly 
The loeses In this battle disheartened 
the defenders and the imams and 
judges went out. on the morning the 
Mongols were preparing to storm one 
portion of fhe wall, and surrendered 
the city. __ 


It followed various dogmas, and it 
Interpreted the Koran in different 
ways. It gave alms to beggars, washed 
scrupulously, gathered In sunlit court¬ 
yards to gossip, and lived largely by 
favor of the great. At least once during 
its lifetime It made the journey to the 
black meteorollte under a velvet cur¬ 
tain within Mecca, the stone that was 
the Ka’aba. Upon this pilgrimage the 
men of Islam rubbed shoulders, re¬ 
newed their seal, and came home 
rather awed by the immensity of their 
lands and the multitudes of the be¬ 
lievers. 


Although they never laid hand on 
the Shah, they had slain him. Weak¬ 
ened by disease and hard&hip. this 
overlord of Islam died on his Island, 
so poverty-ridden that his only shroud 
was a shirt of one of bis followers. 


THE MONGOL ARENA 


By old custom the Khsn was to be 
first among the cornered beasts. He 
carried a bare sword in one band, his 
bow in ths other. It was permissible 
to use weapons now. The chroniclers 
sey that he picked out the more y 
dangerous of the brute antagonists, 
launching his arrows at a tiger, or 
reining his horse against wolves. * 

When be had killed several beasts, 
he withdrew from the ring, riding up 
a hill overlooking the gurtal and alt- 
ting there under a pavilion to watch 
the exploits of the princes and officers 
who next entered. It was a Mongol j 
arena, the gladiatorial games of the 
nomads, and as with the gladiators of 
Rome, not a few who entered the j 
arena were carried from It mangled or j 
lifeless. 


Oenghls Khan had said. "The 
strength of a wall la neither greater nor 
leas than the courage of ths men who 
defend it." th this case, the Turkish 
officers choee to leave the townspeople 
to their fate and escape to join the 
Shah. Bo they went out. with the sold- 


different marshals, each man bringing 
with him a string of four or five horses. 
Great herds of cattle were driven to the 
pastures and fattened comfortably dur¬ 
ing the Summer The youngest son of 
the Khan arrived to assume command, 
and in the first crisp days of Autumn 
the Khan himself rode over from Kara¬ 
korum. 


"I have come to this place." he said 
to them, "only to tell you that you must 
find provender for my army The 
countryside la bare of bay and grain, 
and my men are suffering from want 


Muhammad had gone south from 
Samarkand to Balkh on the edge of the 
lofty ranges of Afghanistan Hesita¬ 
ting between varied counsel and his 
own dread, be turned due weal, crossing 
the baneps to the mountain region of 
northern Persia, and arrived at Niaapwr. 
putting, as he thought, five hundred 
miles between him and the Mongol 
horde. 


Meanwhile Genghis Khan withdrew 
his warriors from the lowlands during 
the heat of the Slimmer 


Thiry thousand Kankall Turks on 


a burning, 
sultry heat that distressed the men ac¬ 
customed to the high altitudes of the 
Oobl. He led them up into the cooler 
ranges beyond the Amu. 


Centuries ago their prophet had 1 
lighted a lira that had been carried 
far by the Arabs. Since then all the 
various peoples of Islam had been 
united In d common cause—conquest 
The first waves of warriors had spread 
to Oranada. In 8paln. and all north¬ 
ern Africa. Sicily and Egypt. In time 
the military power of Islam had passed 
from the Arabs to the Turks, but both 
hsd joined In the holy war against the 
mailed host of Christian" crusaders that 
came to wrest Jerusalem from them. 


To keep them occupied while the 
horse herds graaed—and with an eye to 
discipline—he issued an order for the 
favorite pastime of the horde, a sea¬ 
son's hunt. 


Slowly, the horde moved through ths 
smaller ranges, driving the cattle herds 
It was about two hundred thousand 
strong—too great a number to keep to¬ 
gether. as they must live on the herds 
and the country. Juchl. the eldest son. 
was detached with a couple of tumans. 
to join the fiery general. Chepe Noyon. 
In the other side of the Tien shen. The 
rest spread out. keeping to the valleys. 


A Mongol hunt was no less than s 
regular campaign, against beasts In- 
The whole horde shared 


stead of men. 
in it. and Its rules had been laid down 
by the Khan himself* which means 
that—they were inexorable. 


When the signal for the general slay¬ 
ing was given, the warriors of the 
horde surged forward, taking wh*t lay 
in their path. A whole day might pass 
lr. this slaughter of game—until the 
grandsons and boy princes of tbe horde 
came, as custom required, to the Khsn 
to beg that the surviving animals 


The march began wben the dawn 
' drum-roll sounded, the herds being 
started off first, and the warriors fol¬ 
lowing with the carts. At evening, the 
herds would be overtaken, the standard 
of the officer commanding pitched, and 
the camp would rise around It, tbe 
warriors taking their yurts from the 
camels or carta. 


peered at his heels. His men were 
■entered and ridden down, and a few 
arrows shot at him—the Mongols una¬ 
ware of his identity He escaped and 
doubled back toward- the Caspian 
Some of hie Turkish warriors grew dis¬ 
contented and rebellious, and Muham¬ 
mad saw fit to sleep m a small tent 
pitched beside bis own And one morn¬ 
ing he found the empty tent filled 
with arrows. 


Juchl. the Master of Hunting, being 
absent on duty, his lieutenant galloped 
off to survey and mark several hun¬ 
dred miles of hilts. Streamers were 
planted for the starting points of the 
various regiments. Beyond the horlaon 
the gurtal. or closing point cf the hunt, 
was chosen and likewise marked. 


Now in tbe beginning of the thir¬ 
teenth century Islam eras at the height 
of Its martial power. The weakening 
crusadera had been driven to the coast 
of the Holy Land, and the first wave 
of the Turks were taking Asia Minor 
sway from the soldiery of the degen¬ 
erate Oreek empire..

float, tied to the warrior s girdle. Be¬ 
fore long they could cross rivets on tha 
ice. 


This hunting trained the warriors, 
and the closing in of the ring of riders 
was used in warfare against human 
being as well. 


In the centre of Islam. Muhammad 
Shah of Khareaxn had enthroned him¬ 
self as war lord. His domain extended 
from India to Bagdad, and from the 
sea of Aral to the Permian Gulf. Except 
for the 8eljuk Thrks. victors over the 
crusaders, and the rising Mamluk dy¬ 
nasty in Egypt, his authority was su¬ 
preme 


"Is there no place on earth." he 
asked an officer, “where >rcan be safe 
from thp Mongol thunderbolt?” 


In this year and In an enemy coun¬ 
try. the hunt lasted no longer than four 
months The Khsn wished to be ready 
for the Autumn campaign. 

Until now the Mongols hsd msrehad 
almost without interruption through 
Islam. They hsd c r o s se d rivers, and 
taken cities.' as swiftly as a modem 
traveler with servants and a caravan 
might pass from place to place. 

Meanwhile, as he hunted, the popu¬ 
lation of Islam was arming against him. 
Their Shah lost to them, they began 
to muster under their natural lenders.

j the descendants of a warrior prophet.

War elephants, vast camel trains, 
and a multitude of armed slaves fol¬ 
lowed him. 


This Muhammad did. Disguising 
himself, with a few nondescript follow¬ 
ers. he psseed through the gorges, seek¬ 
ing a small town on the western shore 
of the Caspian — a place of fishermen 
and merchants, tranquil enough. But 
the Shah, weary and 111. deprived of his 
court, his slaves and cup companions, 
would not sacrifice tbe prestige of his 
name. He Insisted on reading the pub¬ 
lic prayers in yie moeque. and his 
identity did not long remain a secret
